At 7:45 p.m, the summer solstice 
occurs, the moment when the 
sun reaches its greatest dec- 
lination north or the equator. To

time. 


As far as the weather bureau is 
concerned, summer began June 1, 
and bearing out this meteorologi- 
cal view are the eight days thus 
far this month on which tempera-

In popular fancy, today is the 
longest day of the year, but 
actually yesterday and tomorrow 
had and will have the same period 
of daylight, 14 hours and 53 min- 
utes.

Thus far, June has offered 
little out of the ordinary in the 
way of weather, its 74.6 degrees 
average temperature being but 6 
of a degree above normal and the 
3.34 inches of rain being only 7 
of an inch over normal. 

But as for those eight hot days 
in the last two weeks, Meteorolo- 
gist Harry F. Wahlgren said, 
speaking astronomically, that 
we've had a hot late spring. Oth- 
erwise, in the meteorological view- 
point, he said, we’ve had an early 
summer warm spell,

BRITAN, CHINA TO 
JON IT IN 25, YEAR 
TREATY ON JAPAN 


Byrnes Plan to Keep For- 
mer F oe Disarmed 
Parallels One for Ger- 
many Which Is Op- 


posed by Moscow. 


WASHINGTON, June 21 (UP)— 
The State Department made pub- 
lic today a proposed four-power 
treaty under which the United 
States, Great Britain, the Soviet 
Union and China would pledge 
themselves to keep Japan demili- 
tarized for 25 years. 

The treaty would provide for 
a system of quadripartite inspec- 
tion to make certain that the dis- 
armament and demilitarization 
provisions of the treaty are carried 
out. 

It calls for creation of a four- 
power commission of control. 

The State Department disclosed 
that Great Britain and China al- 
ready had acted favorably to the 
proposal, There has been no 
response from the Soviet Union, 
although the draft was circulated 
more than two months ago. 

Twin te Proposal on Germany. 

The details of the proposed 
treaty on Japan are identical with 
those of the treaty proposed by 
Secretary of State James Fi. 
Byrnes to keep Germany disarmed 
for 25 years. The German treaty 
has not been signed, and Russia 
has voiced objections to it. 

The fourth signatory to the 
German treaty would be France, 
instead of China. 

Byrnes first revealed his plan 
for 25-year treaties to keep both 
Germany and Japan disarmed on 
April 29, during the last Big Four 
foreign minister’s meeting in 
Paris. 

He made public the text of his 
proposed treaty for Germany at 
that time. But he merely said 
then that a similar draft for Japan

Byrnes and Molotov have been 
engaged in a minor controversy 
over whether Premier Joseph 
Stalin assured Byrnes of his sup- 
port of a German disarmament 
treaty if Byrnes proposed it.

The preamble of the draft treaty 
on Japan states that the four 
powers already had declared their 
intentions in the Potsdam declar- 
ation of last July to effect the 
total disarmament and demilitari- 
zation of Japan.

Arthur Greiser, 20 Other Germans, 
Charged With Crimes 
ä Against Poland. 
WARSAW, June 21 (UP) — 


Arthur Greiser, the notorious Gau- 


leiter of Poznan and Nazi Gov- 
ernor of Danzig, today went on 
trial with 20 other Nazis charged 
with crimes against Poland. 

In a last minute effort to avert 
his conviction as a war criminal, 
Greiser sent a letter to General- 
issimo Joseph Stalin offering his 
services “as a qualified Army offi- 
cer” to the Red Army. 

His letter which was submitted 
to Polish authorities said he had 
“a change of views and regrets my 
former support of Nazism.”

NEW YORK, June 21 (APF) — 
Backed up by President Truman's 
reaffirmation of American policy, 
Bernard M. Baruch and his ad- 
visers in the United Nations At- 
omic Commission maintained a 
firm stand today against Russia's 
move to retain the veto power in 
relation to world control of atomic 
energy. 

The President's statement in 
Washington yesterday re-empha- 
sized Baruch’s pronouncement to 
the commission last week that the 
United States would not yield 
atomic secrets to a world pool or 
dispose of its bombs under treaty 
provisions unless the veto is dis- 
carded on atomic control mat- 
ters. 

Truman, in commenting that the 
Baruch proposals had his indorse- 
ment, said the American plan and 
that of Russia presented as a sub- 


stitute will be subjects of negotia- 
tion which may lead to agreement. 
He emphasized the word “may.” 


Another United Nations group, 
the Economic and Social Council, 
today voted down a strong Rus- 
Sian attempt to give the World 
Federation of Trades Unions a 
voice in the Council deliberations. 
The vote was 12 to 5. Voting with 
Russia were the Ukraine, Yugo- 
slavia, Czechoslovakia and Peru. 
France abstained from voting. 

With the Atomic Commission in 
recess until Tuesday, Baruch and 
hig advisers gave their closest 
scrutiny to the Russian plan sub- 
mitted by Soviet Delegate Andrei 
A. Gromyko two days ago. 

They were concerned particu- 
larly with Gromyko’s insistence on 
keeping the Big Five powers in 
possession of their veto, and in

CAMDEN, N. J., June 21 (AP)

GUNFEREES AGREE 
UN OPA CLAUSE 10

WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
Senate-House conferees on OPA 
extension agreed today on a for- 
mula for setting manufacturers’ 
profit margins and passing in- 
creased costs along to the con- 
sumer, ; 

The formula was a modified 
version of the Taft amendment, 
which Stabilization Director Ches- 
ter Bowles has called a “delayed 
action bomb” that will “explode 
in an unending stream of higher 
prices all across the board.” 

This was the conferees’ first de- 
cision in adjusting differences be- 
tween the House and Senate bills. 
The preseit price control law ex- 
pires in less than 10 days. 

As the agreement was reported 
from behind closed doors, CIO 
President Philip Murray went to 
the White House to urge Presi- 
dent Truman to take the leader- 
ship in the “preservation of a de- 
cent, strong OPA.” 

“We want a resolution that will 
continue an effective OPA,” Mur- 
ray told reporters after seeing the 
President, “to stabilize prices and 
to protect the interest of the 
American people.” 

A reporter said: “We are told 
that if price control is extended 
without emasculation, labor will 
not advance any new wage goals.” 

Murray termed that report 
“erroneous,” but did not elaborate. 

In response to questions, Murray 
said he had not been approached 
by Bowles or other Administra- 
tion chiefs about giving a no- 
strike pledge in exchange for ef- 
fective price controls. 

Copies of the Senate-House 
amendment were withheld from 
the press, in line with the confer- 
ence committee’s secrecy policy, 
and Chairman Spence (Dem.), 
Kentucky, would not even admit 
that an agreement had been 
reached. 

From other sources, however, it 
was learned that the revised pro- 
vision shapes up like this:

PRICE TO GREASE

Arkansas coal, which is used in 
large quantities by St. Louis 
householders, will advance as 
much as 31.05 a ton under 
the new price schedule announced 
today by the Office of Price 
Administration, 

Eastern coals, such as Virginia, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, also used to consider- 
able extent in St. Louis homes, 
will cost on ah average of 57 to 
58 cents a ton more. 

Southern Illinois stoker coal of 
the type most used here will go up 


to $7.60 a ton, an increase of 45 
cents. 

Under the new prices, St. Louis- 
ans will pay $14.65 for the best- 
grade Arkansas coal instead of 
$13.60. Poorer grades, from strip 
mines, will cost $10.90, an increase 
of 55 cents over last year’s prices. 

The Smoke Commissioner’s of- 
fice said 145,000 tons of Arkansas 
coal were shipped into St. Louis 
during the last “coal year,” from 
April 1, 1945, to March 31 of this 
year, In thg previous 12-month 
period, shipments totaled 205,000 
tons. 

The most common type of West 
Virginia coal sold here will now 
cost $11.08, advancing 58 cents a 
ton. This is smokeless fuel of the 
lump, egg or nut size. 

There were 381,000 tons of east- 
ern coal received here in the last 
“coal year.” Price increases for 
some types, other than the com- 
monly-used West Virginia, will 
range from 46 to 57 cents a ton, 
with the latter figure applying in 
most cases. 

Strip-mine Illinois coal, which 
is used in a limited number of 
domestie stokers, will be increased 
20 cents a ton. Most industries 
and railroads use Illinois washed 
screenings, which go up 20 to 25 
cents a ton. Their new prices 
will range from $6.55 for smaller 
retail deliveries to $5.80 for ship- 
ments to large users.

Britons Aid Ex-G. I. Who Likes 
England and Seeks to Stay There 


LONDON, June 21 (UP)—For- 
mer Sgt. Richard H, Davis of Co- 
lumbus, O., said today he would 


gladly “swap citizenship” with any 
Briton who wants to live in the 
United States. 

Davis wants to settle down with 
his English wife in England, but 
British authorities refused to ex- 
tend his three months’ visitors’ 
permit. 

He said he has received dozens 
of letters from ration-weary Eng- 
lishmen who want to trade coun- 
tries. The British press cheered 
his statement that the British 
people are “more congenial and 
homely,” but the Home Office re- 
mained adamant on the permit. 

Davis was scornful of a Home 
Office explanation that his request 
was refused because of national 
shortages in food, clothing and 
accessories. 


“They have enough stuff here 


or exiled Polish troops and Ger- 


man prisoners,” Davis said. “I’ve 
got offers for two good jobs in 
either coal distribution or the pot- 
tery trade.” 

His neighbors have started a 
press campaign to get 20,000 sig- 
natures to petitions asking the 
home office to let Davis stay. 
About 5000 persons already have 
signed. 

Davis, who was decorated in 
Normandy and Germany, said he 
had no desire to return to the 
United States “except to see my 
folks once in a while.” 

He said his four months in Ohio 
after he was discharged last No- 
vember convinced him England 
was the “better country to live in. 
I didn’t like the way Americans 
talked or acted. They just aren’t 
as friendly as the English.”

RUNAWAY BOXCAR SPEEDS 
OVER 14 GRADE CROSSINGS 


Ahead, which Slows Down 
to Take Impact. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Calif., 
June 21 (AP)—A boxcar got away 
from a switching crew here yes- 
terday and roared down a five- 
mile grade at 70 miles an hour 


speeding over 14 grade crossings 
before it finally was brought 
under control. 

The car momentarily endan- 
gered passengers leaving a train 
at a station.

Speer Discloses Germany Was Year or 
From Goal at End of War — Best 
Experts Driven Out.’

NUERNBERG, June 21 (By Ra- 
dio)—It was in the realm of nu- 
clear physics that persecution of 
the Jews cost Germany most dear- 
ly. This was testified today before 


the international military tribunal 
by Albert Speer, Nazi chief of war 
production. 

“When the war ended,” he said, 
“we were still unfortunately one 
or two years from perfecting an 
atomic bomb. That was because 
our best experts had been driven 
from the country and placed their 
science at the disposal of the 
United States.” ö 
Germany's cause was further 
damaged, he declared, by the ex- 
pulsion of Jews from military fac- 
tories. They were particularly 
valuable in the electrical industry. 
During the early years of the war, 
the defendant related, many Jews 
were employed in war plants, not- 
ably in Berlin and Saxony. Their 
rating as essential workers ex- 
empted them and their families 
from evacuation and entitled them 
to retain their dwellings. 

In February, said Speer, Hein- 
rich Himmler asked him and Fritz 
Sauckel to remove all Jews and 
send them to concentration camps. 
The witness obtained a letter from 
Martin Bormann authorizing Jews 
to keep their jobs. At a confer- 
ence the following September or 
October, Adolf Hitler ordered that 
all Jews be ousted from war in- 
dustry. Speer managed to keep 
them until March 1943 when they 


had to go. 

Under cross-examination by 
United States Chief of Counsel 
Justice Robert H. Jackson, who 
has returned from a visit to Oslo, 
Speer said it was his task to man- 
ufacture enough munitions to win 
the war for Germany. The de- 
fendant acknowledged it was a 
matter of total indifference to 
him how the requisite man 
power was recruited, In fact, he 
advocated the illegal use of slave 
workers and prisoners of war. 
Several times he pleaded with 
Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel for 
permission to employ captured 
British, French, Dutch and Bel- 
gian artisans in plants directly 
manufacturing weapons and am- 
munition. Keitel replied that 
Speer could do as he liked about 
Soviet war prisoners, since the 
conflict with Russia was outside 
international law, but that in fe- 
spect to prisoners from western 
Europe, the Geneva convention 
must be observed. So Speer used 
only Soviet prisoners and Italian 
internees in primary war factories. 
Frenchmen and others from the 
west, according to him, were util- 
ized in industries making sec- 
ondary contributions to arma- 
ment, 

Tells of “Frightful” Gases. 

In the course of his testimony, 
Speer narrated a number of pic- 
turesque incidents until now un- 
familiar or unknown. Among them 
were the following: 

German chemists during the 
war invented two new poison 
gases of such “frightful effect” 
that no protection against them 
was possible. They were called 
tabun and zanin. The latter was 
a solid which vaporized only at 
high temperature. An explosive 
was used to supply the heat. Three 
factories were devoted to manu- 
facturing these direful poisons. 
‘After the air bombardment of 
Dresden, Bormann, Paul Joseph 
Goebbels and Robert Ley besought 
Hitler to denounce the Geneva 
convention and resort to chem- 
ical warfare. Speer protested in 
view of reprisals which superior 
air power would enable the Allies 
to make. His view was supported 
by the military command. To 
make sure the war production 
chief closed the factories down 
by cutting off their raw materials. 
Hitler ordered them reopened in 
January 1945, but Speer did not 
obey. 
This episode, the defendant con- 


tinued, inspired him with the 
notion pictured so dramatically at 
yesterday's session—of assassinat- 
ing the Fuehrer with poison gas 
in his underground bunker at the 
Reichs Chancellory. Speer con- 
fessed the court “might well find 
it peculiar” that a month later on 
April 23, 1945 he went again to the 
Chancellory and offered his serv- 
ices to Hitler. 

“The thought came to me,” he 
explained, “that I must not be a 
coward and run away.” 


Hitler Angered by Goering. 

At that moment arrived the fa- 
mous telegram from Herman 
Goering in which the Reichsmar- 
shal proposed to take over the 
government and make peace, 

“Hitler flew into a_ terrible 
rage,” Speer related while Goering 
glowered from the dock. “He ex- 
pressed his opinion of the Reichs- 
marshal in the clearest possible 
manner. He had known for a 
long time, the Fuehrer shouted, 
that Goering was incapable, cor- 
rupt and a morphine “addict. I 
was shocked that the head of the 
state should have kept a man of 
whom he believed such things in 
an office controlling the lives of 
millions. Then Hitler added cynic- 
ally that as nothing mattered any 
longer Goering might as well ne- 
gotiate the capitulation as anyone 
else.” 

Speer paid his respects to Goer- 
ing in a second passage. Toward 
the end of 1943, it was recounted, 
Gen. Galland, commander of all 
Luftwaffe fighter squadrons then, 
hastened to the Fuehrer’s head- 
quarters in East Prussia and re- 
ported to the chief of the air force 
that enemy pursuit planes escort- 
ing bombers had penetrated as far 
east as Liege in Belgium. Speer 
was present. Goering exclaimed 
that it was impossible and could 
not be. Galland said some of the 
fighters had been shot down and 
could be seen lying on the ground. 
Goering retorted that as a former 
fighter pilot he knew his subordi- 
nate was mistaken and forbade 
him to speak another word of 
such nonsense. When Galland in- 
sisted, Goering grew furious and 
relieved him of his command. 

S. S. Blamed for V-Bombs. 

The V-1 robot bombs and v2 
rockets with which England was 
bombarded during the latter part 
of the war sprang from the 8.8. 
(elite guards), Speer testified. 
Their principal sponsor was Himm- 
ler and they were developed under 
the supervision of S.S. officers. 
Speer was against them, he de- 
clared, and so were the military 
commanders. It was believed these 
weapons could effect no strategic 
decision and that it was a pity 
to waste on such “idiocies” man- 
power, materials and facilities that 
might have been devoted to fight- 
er planes. 

The defendant branded as “high- 
ly improbable” an alleged atrocity 
which Jackson declared had re- 
cently been brought to his notice. 
German scientists, Jackson said, 
had developed a new method for 
the rapid and complete destruction 
of human beings en masse. To 
test it a town was built near the 
Auchswitz (Oswiecim) concentra- 
tion camp in Poland and filled 
with 20,000 Jews. These, the story 
concluded, were wiped out in a 
twinkling without leaving a trace. 
Speer said he had never heard of 
it and certainly would have known 
if such a weapon had been cre- 
ated. 

Lt. Gen, Rojinsky of the Rus- 
sian staff asked Speer if he had 
not been able to divine Hitler's 
political intentions from reading 
“Mein Kampf.” The defendant 
replied with a smile that he was 
embarrassed to admit he had 
never been able to finish that 
masterpiece. 

“I was delighted when Hitler 
signed the non-aggression pact 
with the Soviet Union,” he pro- 
ceeded. “Your diplomats signed 
it, too. They had read ‘Mein 


Kampf’ and were much better pol- 
iticians than I am.”

PROSECUTOR SAYS 


Cruelties Inflicted on 
Yanks on Orders of 
Kilian, He Charges at 


Colonel’s Trial. 


BAD NAUHEIM, Germany, 
June 21 (AP) — The prosecution 
charged today that the guard- 
house at the United States Army 
replacement depot at Lichfield, 
England, was “worse than the 
dungeons of the dark ages” and 
that cruelties inflicted on Ameri- 
can prisoners there were done on 
“direct orders” of Col. James A. 
Kilian, the camp commander. 

After four days of legal ma- 
ne.vering in which Kilian was 
blocked in attempts to quash the 
indictment and obtain a change of 
venue to the United States, Maj. 
Joseph S. Robinson of New York 
started presenting the Army’s 
case, 

He charged Kilian had attempt- 
ed to stifle the cruelty charges, 
and said: “We will show that 
»Jisoners were cruelly beaten with 
his knowledge and in accord with 
a policy he himself inaugurated. 
Why he even told the guards 
they weren’t rough enough; that 
they had to get rougher.” 

He asserted that the policy was 
to make Lichfield “so tough on 
prisoners that none would dare 
come back.” 

This development came after 
the defense had made repeated 
complaints that Killian, a High- 
land Park (III.) cavalry officer, 
was being maliciously accused. 
Robinson, rising to his feet, said 
if the complaints continued the 
prosecution would be forced to 
call witnesses to show that Kilian 
made every effort to suppress 
charges against him, because of 
his connection with other people 
in the Army. Robinson said he 


had wanted to keep this out of 


the case, but would bring it into 
the open if necessary. ' 

The military court ordered his 
remarks stricken. 


Kilian’s attorney, Lt, Col. Ray- 


mond E. Ford of Fort Pierce, Fla., 
demanded that a message be pro- 
duced from the War Department 
to military headquarters here in 
support of his charge that lian 
cannot obtain a fair trial in Ger- 
many. The court tried to obtain 
the message but was told by head- 
quarters that it could not be re- 
leased immediately because it 
would “be disclosed to the public.” 
There was no indication of what 
the message said, 

Kilian entered an emphatic not 
guilty plea to charges after the 
court for a second time denied his 
motion to quash the accusation.

WASHINGTON, June 21 (AP)— 
A new international agency to 
provide food for famished peoples 
put a nine-nation central commit- 
tee to work on details today. 

Also coming up for action was 
the nomination of a secretary 


general to guide the International 
Emergency Food Council in divid- 
ing the world’s spare food among 
countries without enough, 

The 20-nation council was organ- 
ized formally yesterday to replace 
the combined food board set up 
by the United States, Britain and 
Canada in the war and operated 
by them afterward to help meet 
the famine crisis. 

Argentina was the twentieth 
nation to accept membership on 
the new international food coun- 
cil, but a technicality prevented it 
from coming in at once. Its dele- 
gate’s instructions failed to arrive 
in time. 

That did not prevent the assign- 
ment of Argentina to a place on 
the central Committee—the agency 


that will carry on when the full 
council is not in session. 

It will work with committees 
handling specific commodities, co- 
ordinating their work and smooth- 
ing over differences. The com- 
bined food board had 16 commod- 
ity committees. One thing to be 
determined today was whether 
these should be taken over in 
whole or in part by the new or- 
ganization, 

Serving on the central commit- 
tee with Argentina will be the 
three CBF members — United 
States, Britain and Canada, plus 
Australia, China, France, Den- 
mark and India. 

Russia was invited to yester- 
day’s organization meeting but 
failed to send a delegate. The 
door was left open for Russia to 
come in later, however. 

The new council, like its prede- 
cessor, is authorized only to make 
recommendations to the various 
nations on the matter of supply- 
ing food to shortage areas. The 
final decision rests with each sup- 
plying country.

TWO BILLS TO 


SAFETY RULES INTRODUCED 


TIGHTEN FIRE 


Measures Would Require Use of Wardens in 
Hotels, Apartments Higher Than 3 Floors, 
and Other Systems for Control. 


Two bills designed to strengthen 
the city’s fire safety program were 
introduced today in the Board of 
Aldermen by Alderman Richard 
Nichols at the request of Direc- 
tor of Public Safety Charles J. 
Riley. 


One measure requires all estab- 
lishments, including hotels, apart- 
ments and boarding houses, which 
rent sleeping rooms on or above 
the fourth floor, to employ a fire 
warden licensed by the Board of 
Public Service. 

The other was a substitute bill 
for one passed two weeks ago by 
the board and vetoed today by the 
Mayor. It provides for stricter fire 
prevention regulations for hotels 
constructed before present safety 
reguiations became part of the 
building code and permits opera- 
tion of private fire alarm systems. 


The earlier bill was vetoed on 
technical grounds because it pre- 
cluded operation of private fire 
alarm systems. The substitute 
measure contains all the other 
provisions of the original bill, 
which require hotels without fire 
resistive construction to inclose 
basements and all openings from 
basements with metal lath and 
plaster. Automatic sprinkler sys- 
tems are required as an alterna- 
tive. 

Appointment of Wardens. 

The proposed ordinance govern- 
ing appointment of fire wardens 
by the Board of Public Service 
requires, among other qualifica- 
tions that they be approved by 
the fire chief as being familiar 
with provisions of fire prevention 
ordinances and with appliances re- 
quired under such ordinances. 
They are to serve without com- 
pensation as far as the city is 
concerned, 

Such wardens may be assigned 
to one or more buildings on the 
written application of the owner, 
operator or manager ef the build- 


ings, the bill states, and must 
make regular inspections of the 
premises and submit written re- 
ports to the fire chief. 

Only buildings having sleeping 
rooms on or above the fourth floor 
are required under the proposed 
ordinance to have a fire warden, 
but other buildings, particularly 
theaters and places of public as- 
sembly, are urged to have wardens 
also, Riley said. 9 

Hotel Group Approves Plan. 

Unanimous approval of the fire 
safety program worked out by the 
special fire committee of the St. 
Louis Hotel Association with city 
officials was voted last night at 
a meeting of the association at 
Hotel Statler. The committee was 
instructed to take applications 
and interview candidates for the 
post of fire marshal to serve 
member hotels which is set up 
under the program. 

The association did not discuss 
qualifications or salary for the 
new position.

The 
project, which will cost $35,000, in- 
cludes construction of a 450-foot 
walk extending into the field from 
the present Administration Build- 
ing, and 10 concrete slabs on 
which planes are to be parked. 


The walk will be separated from 
the field area by a three-foot 
fence. A fence will also be built 
across the present walk in front 
of the Administration Building, 
j which will prevent specators from 
entering the space to be used by 
airport limousines and airliner 
passengers and from walking from 
one end of the spectator area to 
the other without going west of 
the building. .

JEFFERSON CITY, June 21— 
Appointment of seven directors 
for one of the major new depart- 
ments and six divisions of other 
important new departments, was 
announced late yesterday after- 

noon by Gov. Shil Donnelly. 

The action is a part of a gen- 
eral reorganization of the execu- 
tive branch of the state govern- 


ment, which will go into effect 1947 


July 1 when legislation creating 
14 new departments become oper- 
ative. 

The Governor drew heavily on 
his official family in the appoint- 
ments, a practice which he is ex- 
pected to follow in the remaining 
posts to be filled. 

The Goveronr still has about 40 
major appointments to make in 
the 14 new departments, in which 
will be incorporated the approxi- 
mately 100 existing state depart- 
ments, boards, commissions, 
bureaus and other agencies. 

Donnelly appointed Thomas E. 
Whitecotton, of Huntington, as 
director of the new state depart- 
ment of corrections, which will 


take over administration of the 


state penal institutions from the 
present State Board of Penal 
Commissioners. Whitecotton, a 
Democrat, now is director of penal 
institutions and chairman of the 
penal board. He has made a good 
record in attempting to rehabili- 


A tate the penal institutions. 


The salary of the director is 


47500 a year, plus use of a state- 
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owned residence. 

Proctor N. Carter of Columbia, 
now state social security adminis- 
trator, was appointed director of 
the division of welfare of the new 
state Department of Public Health 
and Welfare. Dr. R. M. James of 
Joplin, now state health commis- 
sioner, was appointed director of 
the division of health of the 
same department. Both are Demo- 
crats. 

The welfare division will take 
over supervision of social security 
activities from the state Social Se- 
curity Commission. It also will as- 
sume the duties of the present 
Board of Health with some excep- 
tions. The salary of each direc- 
tor is $7500 a year. 

Labor Relations Department. 

Three of the four divisional 
heads for the new state Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industrial Re- 
lations were appointed by Don- 
nelly. 

Michael J. Carroll of Brent- 
wood, now chief counsel of the 
state Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Commission, was appointed 
director of the Division of Em- 
ployment Security which will su- 
pervise unemployment compensa- 
tion insurance, at a salary of 
$7500 a year. Lon N. Irwin of St. 
Joseph, now commissioner of labor 
and industrial inspection, was 
named director of the Division of 
Industrial Inspection at $4000 a 
year. Charles C. Keith of Joplin, 
now chief state mine inspector, 
was chosen director of the divi- 
sion of mine inspection at $4000 
a year. All are Democrats. 

William L. Smith of Normandy, 
now state purchasing agent, was 
appointed to head the Division of 
Procurement of the new Depart- 
ment of Revenue. He retains the 
title of state purchasing agent at 
a salary of $6000 a year.

“Nor do these records afford an 
adequate basis for a satisfactory

Sheriff Won't Discuss Trips.

Dillon asserted that the practice 
has been in effect in the sheriff's 
office for 50 years. Arrangements 
for the special trips are made 
with the deputy either through 
the prisoner’s lawyer, relatives, or 
by the prisoner himself.

“The expenses of the special 
trip are paid by the prisoner, but 
if the deputy gets any money over 
and above the costs of the trip, 
the sheriff knows nothing about 
it. No costs are assessed against 
the state for such a trip.” 

As to the transportation of 
“chains” of prisoners to the peni- 
tentiary, Dillon explained that ar- 
rangements had been made with 
a railroad to bill the sheriff's 
office after a trip had been made. 
The sheriff then paid the railroad 
from the check he received from 
the state. All fees were accounted 
for to the Comptroller’s office, he 
contended.

The Rev. W. W. S. Hohenschild 
countered with the assertion that 
Mayor Frank Hague, boss of Jer- 
sey City, whom he described as 
“purely a Fascist,” was an excel- 
lent example of a strong mayor. 
He pointed out that business cor- 
porations have permanent chief 
administrative executives. 

Warns Against “Overlords.” 

Roscoe S. Tallman, a proponent 


that adoption of the council-man- 
ager plan “would head us back to 
what the country started with 
when Gov. Winthrop, was 
over here to take autocratic 
charge of the Massachusetts Bay 
Colony,” and recommended a part- 
time mayor. “University City,” he 
said, “is not big enough for over- 
lords.” 

The Rev. Hohenschild, after re- 
marking “I doubt the legitimacy 
of that analysis,” declared the 
city might save $25,000 annually 
by more efficient government if 
it paid a full-time manager $10,000 
a year.

CHEF UNCOVERED 


British Find Evidence of 
Jewish Terrorist Plan 
—One of Six Kidnaped 
Officers Escapes. 


By OSGOOD CARUTHERS 


JERUSALEM, June 21 (AP)— 

British Army headquarters said 
today it had evidence that Irgun 
Zvai Leumi, a Jewish underground 
organization, had planned an at- 
tempt to kidnap Lt. Gen. Sir 
Evelyn Barker, British command- 
er-in-chief in Palestine, in addi- 
tion to six officers seized earlier 
in the week. 
At the same time, the Army an- 
nounced that it had abandoned 
the search in the Bucharim quar- 
ter of northwest Jerusalem for 
clues as to the whereabouts of the 
abductors of Maj. H. P. Chadwick, 
who escaped from the kidnapers 
yesterday. Chadwick led the 
search for the other abducted 
Britons after his escape. 

Shertok said the abduction of 
the officers was “lunacy.” They 
were believed to have been taken 
by Irgun Zvai Leumi as hostages 
for two members of that organiza- 
tion who are under sentence of 
death. 


Two Get Seven-Year Terms, 


Two other alleged members of 
the organization were sentenced 
yesterday to seven-year prison 
terms by a Jerusalem military 
court which convicted them of il- 
legal possession of two Sten guns 
and a bomb after railway sabotage 
in southern Palestine last April. 

Maj. Chadwick escaped from his 
Jewish abductors by leaping from 
a window in Jerusalem yesterday. 
No details of his abduction were 
made public, since officials said 
they wished to guard the safety 
of the other five officers kidnaped 
in Tel Aviy. 


(The United Press said Chad- 
wick escaped when his feminine 
guard, who held a machine gun, 
dozed. Army sources said Chad- 
wick was seized by four Jews, in- 
cluding a woman, who pushed 
him into a taxi and gave him 
chloroform. He was bound to a

“Voice of Israel,” a secret radio 
operated by Haganah, one of three 
Jewish resistance movements, has 
appealed for the release of the 
kidnaped officers, terming their 
detention “contrary to the inter- 
ests of the nation.” 

Lydda Arca Under Curfew. 

A dusk-to-dawn 
clamped last night on the Lydda 
district, which includes Tel Aviv, 
all-Jewish coastal city. Tel Aviv 
already had been put out of 
bounds for British troops except 
those on pateo! duty. 

Palestine’s Arabs, eanwhile, 
continued to celebrate the appear- 
ance of their spiritual leader, the 
Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, in 
Cairo. 

(Egyptian Premier Ismail Sidky 
Pasha announced last night that 
his Country was “honor bound” to 
shelter the Mufti, Haj Amin El 
Husseini, but suggested that the 
Mufti was expected to avoid con- 
troversial activities while enjoy- 
ing Egypt’s sanctuary. 

(The Premier's statement, fol- 
lowing a decision by the Council 
of Ministers that the Mufti was 
a political refugee and thus could 
not, under Egyptian law, be 
turned over to any country, was 
taken to mean that Egyptians do 
not intend the Mufti to resume 
his anti-British activities, espe- 
cially since negotiations now are 
in progress for revision of the 
1936 British-Egyptian treaty of 
alliance.)

The second 
will be set off in the waters of 
the lagoon. It is this second one 
which may solve the problem of 
the structure of such coral atolls 
as the Bikini Atoll. 

In the hopes that this may be 
the case, geologists, seismologists, 
and oceanographers connected 
with Joint Task Foree One are 
making plans for an extended se- 
ries of observations. 

These will include the making 
of seismograph records on Bikini 
Atoll and on a number of nearby 
islands in the Pacific. 

The original idea of the growth 
of the coral atolls in the Pacific 
is that the living corals began to 
grow on the sides of volcanic 
peaks that rose from the ocean 
deep above the surface of the 
water. The corals would grow 
just below the surface of the 
water. 

The idea was that with the 
passage of time, the ocean began 
to rise and so the corals began to 
build up higher and higher toward 
the new surface of the ocean. 

In this way, thought Darwin 
and others, the ocean finally be- 
came higher than the top of the 
voleanic peak, but the coral kept 
growing, and finally there was an 
atoll, a ring of coral with a 
lagoon in the center. 

It will be seen that the original 
volcanic peak was now deep be- 
low the surface of the lagoon. 

At this point, the layman will 
want to know why the level of 
water in the ocean should have 
grown higher with the passage of 
time. The answer to that is that 
during the glacial age, much of 
the earth’s water was locked up 
in the great ice sheets. As the gla- 
cial age ended and the water ran

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As a modest barrier to centralized control of 
industry, Congress wrote into the surplus prop- 
erty disposal law a prohibition against the sale 
of large Government-owned war plants under 
circumstances tending to foster monopoly, Yet 
in the face of this mandate, Attorney General 
Tom Clark has approved the sale to the United 
States Steel Corporation of the super-modern 
$200,000,000 steel mill which the Defense Plant 
Corporation built at Geneva, Utah. 

Thus United States Steel, which controls 35 
per cent of the country’s steel production ang 
which has always defended the basing-point 
price-fixing system for steel, is hoisted with 
Government aid to a position of more emphatic 
dominance in the industry. It is the greatest 
boost that United States Steel has had since 
1907, when President Theodore Roosevelt, while 
denying to reporters that he did so, invited J. P. 
Morgan to the White House and gave the word 
for the corporation to acquire the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron & Railroad Co. of Birmingham, the 
steel industry’s greatest Southern producer.. 

Why has the Administration made such a 
deal? It is true that United States Steel made 
the highest cash bid, but even so, it is less than 
a quarter of the plant's reproduction value, and 
Congress had said that the amount of the bid 
should be secondary to the discouragement of 
monopoly. Colorado Fuel & Iron Corporation, 
a small but sound company, offered to lease 
the plant with an option to buy, paying $2 a ton 
as a royalty for the steel produced, and paying 
$80,000,000 if the purchase option were exer- 
elsed. And there were other bidders. 

It seems hardly probable that the sale was 
indorsed by Wendell Berge, head of the Anti- 
Trust Division of the Department of Justice. 
Berge comes from a long line of anti-monopo- 
lists and recently published a book devoted to 
the thesis that the West’s industrial development 
depends on freedom from Eastern financial con- 
trol. 

The sale of the Geneva plant concerns the West 
more than any other section. A new industrial 
empire is a-building in the West, but it has been 
handicapped by having to pay for steel a uni- 
form price ranging upward from $6 a ton above 
prices in the East or Midwest. This differen- 
tial, under the United States Steel-sponsored 
basing-point system, had to be paid whether the 
steel was actually made in San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Pittsburgh or Sparrow's Point, Md, 
How likely are West Coast fabricators to re- 
ceive relief from a Utah plant operated by the 
prime mover in the old monopoly-price scheme? 

It may be argued that any independent pur- 
chaser taking over the Geneva plant would have 
snuggled under the Big Steel price umbrella, 
anyway, but at least there would then have been 
more of that sub rosa. price cutting which in 
normal and bad times gives steel more price 
competition than appears on the surface. 

Walther Mathesius, the German-born metal- 
lurgical engineer who ran Geneva during the 
war, said, “We can make steel as cheaply at 
Geneva as anywhere in the country, not exclud- 
ing Birmingham.“ But with United States Steel 
in charge, the cheapness of manufacture will 
have as little to do with what the West pays for 
shapes, bars and plates as the great mineral 
endowments of Birmingham have had to do with 
the price of steel in the South. The Attorney 
General was caught napping.

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$35 Tips at City Jail 

Sheriff Dougherty’s deputies are pocketing 
something on the side by charging prisoners for 
special trips from City Jail te the State peni- 
tentiary. In effect, investigation by this news- 
paper shows, the deputies are palming tips 
which are higher than their principles. 

Prisoners usually are sent from the jail to 
Jefferson City in a group, at an individual cost 
of $11.58. But since an offender does not receive 
credit against his sentence until he reaches 
prison, he may not be eager to wait two or 
three months here until a group is ready. If he 
wants faster transportation, he can get it by 
paying $35 to the deputies. Somewhere between 
that figure and $11.58 there is, for the deputies, 
plain gravy. | 

Unfortunately, this practice is legal. Circuit 
Judge Robert L. Aronson says it is just “an old 
American custom of paying for extras.” On 
the other hand, it may be viewed as a very 
un-American custom of making a prisoner pay 
to avoid a longer punishment than he deserves. 

The practice should stop, and Judge Aronson 
proposes a sensible way to stop it. He suggests 
revising the Missouri statutes, to fix the start 
of a prison term as the date of sentence, This 
would keep gratuities out of the deputies’ pock- 
ets, but the statute revision is needed for a 
far more important reason. A prisoner should 
be able to count all his time behind bars against 
his day of freedom, for that is justice, 
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The Army announces some new weapons, 
among them sniperscopes and snooperscopes— 
which sounds to us like super-scopes. 
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Questions for the Steel Workers 

The striking machinists at the Granite City 
Steel Co. have compromised their trust with the 
CIO steel workers, who have supported the 
strike for 98 days. This newspaper has verified 
that 10 of the 175 machinists are working at 
their trade in other plants; others are reported 
to have found different jobs. 

Meanwhile, 1700 members of the CIO United 
Steel Workers are without regular employment 
because they refuse to cross the picket line. 
They are counting empty paydays to protect a 
small outmoded craft union, whose members are 
busy making hay at other jobs. 

The steel workers have nothing to gain from 
this costly strike. The machinists want premium 
pay for week-end work, whereas the CIO con- 
tract with the steel industry does not provide 
for this benefit. If the machinists win, thanks 
to CIO help, the consequence will be wage-scale 
discrimination against the CIO workers. 

Why should the CIO carry the burden of a 
strike to which it is not even a direct party? 

Why should the CIO lose wages to bring 
another union benefits which it does not have? 

Those are the questions facing the steel work- 
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ers as the strike approaches ‘ts hundredth day. 
The CIO men have been patient and idealistic 
in backing the machinists’ cause. But should 
they now continue to pay both principal and in- 
terest for a misplaced trust? 


OPA Down, Housing Down 

Wilson W. Wyatt, as administrator of the 
veterans’ emergency housing program, goes 
about his business just as though Congress were 
not on the verge of wrecking the enterprise. 
He has already arranged premiums to spur 
increased production of plywood, bricks and 
structural tile. Also, and very much to the 
point, he is trying to negotiate a six-month no- 
strike pledge with AFL and CIO housing labor. 

In these and other activities, Mr. Wyatt car- 
ries out a clear mandate of Congress. Today, 
however, each branch of Congress has moved 
to nullify its mandate. Subsidies were provided 
to get greatly increased volume of building 
materials with only. fractional price increases. 
Both the Senate and the House OPA amend- 
ments would knock that enterprise into a 
cocked hat. The amendments decree sharp in- 
creases in the cost of living. Hence they put 
labor in a position where, for its own protection, 
it can agree to abstain from strikes only if 
living cost is held near the present level or 
wages rise promptly in pace with living cost. 

If the present OPA amendments become law, 
there will be more strikes, higher prices and 
few houses, with a collapse of construction at 
the end, If, in spite of present prospects, a well- 
conceived OPA law is enacted, houses will be 
built and sold in unprecedented numbers. 

Congress voted for abundant housing a few 
weeks ago. It has now adopted an overriding 
policy for fewer houses. Before it is irrevo- 
cably committed to that reversed intention, the 
members might well take thought for the polit- 
ical consequences even if the prospect for gen- 
eral disaster which they have decreed leaves 
them unmoved.

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Political Parks 

Through a default of the Republican majority 
leadership in the State Senate, Missouri's park 
system will probably remain under political con- 
trol until the next Legislature. The parks 
should be run by the non-partisan Conservation 
Commission. A bill to bring that about, how- 
ever, was kept inactive in the Senate Agricul- 
tural Committee for so many months that it 
probably cannot now be put through before ad- 
journment. 

The difficulty arose because the Republican 
leaders were preoccupied too long with a scheme 
to create a governing board with equal repre- 
sentation of Republicans and Democrats. It was 
cut from the same crazy bolt of cloth which 
provided the queer “merit” system under which 
jobs in prison and eleemosynary institutions 
would be divided equally among faithful Repub- 
licans and Democrats. The transfer bill was 
pushed only after that scheme was abandoned, 

In contrast, the Democratic minority want the 
parks, so long as Democrats control the execu- 
tive branch, left under the ex-officio board in 
which Attorney General J. E. Taylor seems to 
control the patronage. So long as the parks are 
under Democratic spoilsmanship, the Republi- 
can-dominated Legislature acted defensibly in 
stinting the appropriations for them. 

It is obvious that such political maneuvers 
improve no parks. Meanwhile, the citizens of 
states with non-political parks derive an in- 
creased enjoyment which is denied to Missouri- 
ans. The next Legislature should take note of 
this one’s default and correct it by the non- 
partisan administrative plan, the only plan which 
the people will in the long run tolerate, 
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A Chief Justice has been appointed for the 
United States Supreme Court. What the court 
seems more in need of, however, is a sergeant- 
at-arms, 
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Flight From the Top 


The flight of first-class men from the Federal 
service since V-J day continues. Director Har- 
old Smith of Budget, as fine a business manager 
as there is, is the latest; there will be more. 
And, with a few happy exceptions, their offices 
are being filled by conspicuously lower-quality 
men, 

Why they resign makes a clear pattern. One 
reason, the Alsops correctly report, is that good 
men do not like to have their work passed on 
by such second-raters as President Truman has 
installed in a number of top-rank positions. 
Mr. Truman alone could end that difficulty, and 
it is doubtful that he has the ability to end it, 

The other important motive, however, could 
be abated speedily. It is the poor pay. The 
Government is more liberal than private busi- 
ness to the rank and file, but it is ungenerous 
in the upper middle brackets and downright 
niggardly at the top. It cannot get and keep 
enough of the best people when the highest 
civil service positions are limited to $10,000 and 
other important jobs must be scaled propor- 
tionately below that ceiling. 

A few well-to-do men like Chester Bowles 
and Secretaries Forrestal and Wallace stay on 
for non-pecuniary motives. But most civil serv- 


. ants must worry about educating their children 


and providing something more than a Federal 
pension for their own old age. The departures 
of men like Smith, Assistant Secretary of War 
John J. McCloy, Under Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Daniel W. Bell, Economist-Administrator 
Robert Nathan, Congressman Ramspeck and 
others prove it. 

Government, for better or worse, is the big- 
gest and most important American business. 
It requires as good management as any other 
business. As Mr. Truman proposes, it is only 
elementary economy to increase the civil serv- 
ice ceiling and to increase congressional salaries. 
Better pay alone will not assure good: govern- 
ment, but it is the first condition.

Buying Houses Without Cash

When the loan-guarantee section of the 
GI Bill was passed, it was hailed as a 
great boon to the veteran. Where it was 
possible for the war worker to buy a house 


for $10,000 with a down payment of from 


$2000 to $4000, a veteran could now buy the 
house for $10,000 with nothing down, To 
the veteran, the loaning institution lends 
$2000 to $4000 more than it ordinarily 
would, 


In the original bill the maximum guar- 
antee was $2000. Amendments have in- 
creased it to $4000. The maximum term 
of 20 years in which to repay the loan has 
been increased to 25, Instructions to the 
appraiser have been amended go that he 
is to certify to the “reasonable value” of 
the property rather than to the “reasonable 
normal value.” 


Such a distinction may seem technical 
and academic, and perhaps it is, Yet these 
three changes tend to make the GI Bill of 


Rights not only a definite step toward in- 


lation, but a good boost to inflation. While 
making it easy for the veteran to buy a 
home at the moment, the provisions also 
make it easy for him to assume a financial 
burden beyond his ability to carry. 


No Risk for Loan Agency 


So the veteran finds many of the loaning 
institutions in his community willing to 
make him the loan he wants, even if it is 
excessive, Let us analyze the specific case 
of a veteran purchasing a $10,000 house. 


The veteran picks his house, goes to the 
bank, and applies for a loan of $10,000 to 
cover the full amount of the purchase 
price, offering as additional security the 
$4000 guarantee which is given him under 
the GI Bill of Rights. When the invest- 
ment committee of the loaning institution 
visit the property, they will see a house on 
which, eight or 10 years ago, when $7000 
might have been the sale price, they would 
have hesitated to loan $6000, 


Under the original terms of the GI Bill, 
which provided only a $2000 guarantee, 
they would have felt that a $10,000 loan on 
such property was too liberal. But with 
the Government guaranteeing up to $4000, 
leaving a “net”: mortgage of only $6000, 
the loaning institution is all too likely to 
acquiesce. 


It is just as safe for the institution to 
make a loan of $12,000 today with a $4000 
guarantee as it was to make a loan on the 
same house of $10,000 with a $2000 guar- 
antee, as originally provided in the GI Bill. 
And that is the crux of the inflationary 
nature of this $4000 “benefit.” It allows 
the veteran to pay $2000 more for the 
same house, and the institution can lend 
$2000 more at no greater risk. 


Disadvantage for Veterans 


Another consideration often overlooked 
is the veteran’s ability to carry the monthly 
payments. Although he can buy a house 
without a down payment, the veteran is 
still at a disadvantage. He is assuming 
more substantial monthly payments just 
because he has a larger mortgage. 


The war worker who purchases „ $10,000 
house, and who carries an $8000 mortgage 
at the rate of 4 per cent pays $48.48 per 
month, principal and interest, on a 20-year 
term, The veteran’s monthly payments on 


< 


the same house with a $10,000 loan would 
be $60.60. 


How much higher the prices of houses 
will rise, no one can say. Once the build- 
ing program is rolling, however, houses 
will be built until the saturation point is 
reached and the supply surpasses the de- 
mand, Let us say that in five to eight 
years there is a slowdown in the building 
program, accompanied by a slowdown in 
industry as well. At that time prices cer- 
tainly will not remain at peak levels, 


After Home Prices Fall 


Now let us look at the financial status of 
a home owner who bought a house, with no 
payment down, for $10,000 on a 25-year 
mortgage. Taking into consideration the 
fact that the value of his house ma, have 
increased an additional 10 per cent, so 
that the value is $11,000 when we hit the 
peak, there is, let us sdy, a 40 per cent drop 
in prices, 


Where does that home owner stand? He 
has a house that is worth $6600 on the 
current market, If it is eight years from 
the day he bought it, his 25-year mortgage 
has a balance of $7800—$7800 due on a 
house worth $6600! 


If he is one of the more fortunate apd 
continues his job without a reductjon in 
wages, he will not enjoy the necessity of 
continuing payments on a mortgage which 
will be in excess of the current value of 
his property; and if he should run into dif- 
ficult times because of a temporary, or 
possibly permanent, layoff in his job, how 
much heart will he have to keep the house 
when he knows that the encumbrance on 
it is far more than the house was worth? 
It will certainly seem to him like pouring 
money into a bottomless pit. 


The People Take the Loss 


If he is unable to continue his payments 
and the loaning institution, with the con- 
sent of the Veterans’ Administration, fore- 
closes, there is little, if any, loss to the 
loaning institution, because the guaran- 
tee continues at the same percentage dur- 
ing the life of the loan. 

But what of the losses sustained by the 
Veterans’ Administration, which in the 
long run have to be paid by the United 
States—made up of the veteran, the loan- 
ing institution, the landlord, the tenant and 
you and me? 

This discussion is not intended to dis- 
parage the benefits allowed under the GI

danger lies in overburdening millions of 
veterans whose lack of experience makes 
them easy prey to what seem attractive 
offers. Excessive loans, lengthened terms 
and overselling at high prices can only 
lead to a disaster greater than the depres- 
sion which began in 1929.

A Living Constitution 


“The Growth of Constitational Power in the United 
States, by Cari Brent Swisher, (University of 
Chicago Press, Chicago.) 

The United States Supreme Court, after 
a period off the front pages, recently came 
back into the news. It received a new 
Chief Justice, Fred M. Vinson of Ken- 
tucky, It reversed the 18-year-old decision 
in the citizenship case of pacifist Rosika 
Schwimmer and accepted Justice Holmes’s 
plea for “freedom of thought—freedom for 
the thought that we hate.” It invalidated 
Virginia's Jim Crow bus law. With Jus- 
tice Jackson in Nuernberg, it divided to-“ 
in a dozen or more cases and set them for 
reargument next fall. 

Carl Brent Swisher, who is a political 
scientist at Johns Hopkins, gives us a 250- 
page study of constitutional development, 
which provides excellent background and 
interpretation of the work of the Supreme 
Court for laymen. He passes up the legal 
istic mumbo-jumbo and makes his theme 
the fascinating and important subject 
which it is, 


* „ * 


Although he refers frequently to the bee 
ginnings of our constitutional system, and 
follows its growth sufficiently to make his 
work a rapid history, the author ig con- 
cerned chiefly with the course of the Su- 
preme Court in relatively recent years, 
His account of the administrative-judicial 
tug-o’-war in the Roosevelt regime has the 
essential facts and all the drama. 

Never before, says Swisher, had the Su- 
preme Court “handed down a series of de- 
cisions in such a way as to block an inte- 
grated program of government which had 
widespread and enthusiastic popular sup- 
port.” It was inevitable that there should 
be a showdown. The showdown came with 
the so-called court-packing bill, and while 
the late President lost the battle, he won 
the war. As the writer puts it, the court 
“backed away from its intransigent posi- 
tion” and began to decide cases “in terms 
of an evolving rather than a static Con- 
stitution.” 

„ * * 


For all the tensions in the high tribunal 
today, this authority finds it “working hard 
at the task not merely of current adapta- 
tion of law to constitutional principles but 
of gradually smoothing out the aberra- 
tions for which an unimaginative judiciary 
of a few years ago was responsible.“ 

But Swisher is not willing to trust con 
stitutional responsibility to the Judges 
alone. The watchfulness, understanding 
and participation of the American people 
comprise “the ultimate safeguard of the 
constitutional system.” Granted citizens 
“on guard and properly active,” and the 
growth. of constitutional power in the 
United States “should be a matter of pride 
and not at all of anxious concern.”

American opposition to Soviet 
imperialism is based on one or 
more of the following grounds: 

1, The Soviets have ceased to 
co-operate with their ex-allies, 
talk foolishly of capitalist encircle- 
ment and mutter darkly of future 
conflict, 


2. The Soviets are spreading 
their, police tyranny and their de- 
nial of civil liberties and demo- 
cratic processes wherever they go. 

3. The Soviets are restricting 
trade. In part, they are pushing 
Communism. 

4. The Soviets operate behind a 
dark screen: if they have nothing 
to conceal, why the secrecy, the 
surveillance and restrictions on 
foreigners? 

5. The Soviets have enslaved 
their allies (and ours) no less 
brutally than they have enslaved 
their enemies. 

6. Soviet rule has been imposed 
on all the subjugated countries 
against the majority will. 

All these things are disagreeable 
to Americans. None of them 
would, however, justify a breach 
of relations, still less a new con- 
flict, with the Soviet Union. The 
essence of the growing Soviet- 
American feud must be sought 
elsewhere. It is this: 

The Soviets are deliberately tip- 
ping the world power relationship 
in their own favor. They have 
reached the point where any fur- 
ther expansion will endanger the 
freedom of Europe—something ab- 
solutely essential to the security 
of the United States, to maintain 
which the United States has 
fought two wars in the last 30 
years. 

This is the reason why Presi- 
dent Truman, Secretary Byrnes 
and the more intelligent members 
of both Houses of Congress are 
alarmed. This is what is bother- 
ing a Republican like John Foster 
Dulles and a Democrat like ex- 
Ambassador Joseph Kennedy. This 
is why the American delegation 
now in Paris is under strict in- 
structions to see to it that fur- 
ther Soviet expansion be stopped 
here and now—preferably by 
agreement and a new start in 
comradeship under UN.

WASHINGTON U. GETS 
$3270,000 U. S. GRANT 


Department of Medicine to 
Make 5-Year Study of 
Hypertension. 


A grant of $270,000 has been 
awarded the Department of Medi- 
cine in Washington University 
School of Medicine by the United 


States Public Health Service for a 
five-year study of hypertension, it 
was announced today by Dr. W. 
Barry Wood, department head. 

Dr. Wood's department will re- 
ceive $70,000 for the study during 
the first year and $50,000 per year 
during the four other years. The 
study will be undertaken under 
the direction of Dr. Harry Schroe- 
der, former member of the staff 
of the Rockefeller Institute in 
New York. He is expected to ar- 
rive in St. Louis on July 15. 

The study, to be carried out in 
both the university’s department 
of medicine and in the metabolism 
division of Barnes Hospital, is 
concerned with the problem of 
high blood pressure. Dr. Wood, 
physician-in-charge at Barnes, 
said the study will be both clinical 
and experimental. 

Studies now are being conducted 
at the university's School of Medi- 
eine on three grants awarded by 
the John and Mary R. Markle 
foundation, an organization which 
has supported research in the 
medical and physical science fields 
since 1935. They are: 

A study of aging of human skin, 
for which a grant ot 388000 was 
made by the foundation for the 
period Nov. 1, 1945, to Oct. 31, 
1947; a, study to determine the 
effect of high oxygen tensions on 
erythrocytogenesis, $13,000 for the 
period July 1, 1943, to June 30, 
1947; and a grant of $8000 to aid 


the study of circulating antigen 


and antibodies in patients with 
hay fever. 

The Markle foundation also has 
awarded the University of Mis- 
souri’s College of Agriculture three 
grants totaling $18,165 to aid the 
study of a hemophilia-like disease 
in swine. This grant was for the 
perjod Jan. 1, 1941 to Dec. 31, 1946.

DAYTON, O., June 21—The AFL 
and the CIO battling for union 
control of 12,000 production em- 
ployes at the Frigidaire Division 
of General Motors yesterday of- 
fered conflicting claims of success. 

The AFL claimed about 2000 em- 
ployes have applied for member- 
ship in its International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers since 
two officials of Local 801, CIO 
United Electrical Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers, bolted June 5. 
VE officers said, however, that 
only 491 members taking advan- 
tage of an escape period from 
June 10 to June 19 withdrew and 
that 755 new mémbers have been 
signed up. 

UE officers say their local has 
made a net gain of 264 despite 
charges of Communism within its 
ranks. - 
Ralph E. Moses, who resigned 
as president of the UE local and 
went over to the AFL, said he did 
not know how many of the 
claimed 2000 AFL recruits were 
formerly affiliated with the CIO 
local. He said enough Frigidaire 
employes had joined the AFL to 
make a continuing organizing 
campaign possible. 

Local 801’s officers said their 
membership now stands at slightly 
more than 8000 of Frigidaire’s to- 
tal of 12,000 employes and that 
they will battle every effort of 
the AFL to win an NLRB election. 
Sideline observers agree that if 
the AFL hoped to break the UE

WHEN ‘OUR young nephew Peter visited Pos- 
sum Trot this spring, he wanted to know what 
“projects” he might carry on when he went 
home to their small farm outside Burlington. 
The project he selected and has carried out suc- 
cessfully is one which we wish we'd had time 
to undertake ourselves. This was to make a 
real count of the nesting birds in the area 
surrounding his home, trying to note the num- 
ber of young birds hatched and the approxi- 
mate range which the parents covered in their 
search for food. Such a count properly made 
would Be invaluable not only in estimating the 
carrying capacity of your particular bit of land, 
but also in ena you to locate bird houses 
for the different species and perhaps in help- 
ing lay out supplementary plantings of trees 
and shrubs which the birds like best. Our wren 
houses, we know, are too close together; so that 
we have probably lost a pair or two which might 
otherwise have stayed with us. Also, because 
eof this over-crowded condition, the Carolinas 
fook over a bluebird house which the Bewick 
wrens stole from them after they'd raised their 
first brood. 
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THE OTHER MORNING out near the wood- 
pile, we discovered two young doves which 
showed almost no fear whatever.

Economical Menus

VEN though folks may rate 
asparagus as one of the best 
of vegetables and may count 
plain buttered asparagus as one 
of the most satisfying ways to 


prepare it, they do welcome a 


change in its preparation. The 
The following recipe is excellent 
to employ when the weather is 
hot and a cold vegetable appeals. 
This mold is in reality a mousse 
and is rich enough ‘in calories, 
vitamins and minerals to serve 
as the most important dish of 
the meal. For sure success, see 
that the vegetable is cooked in 
just enough water to cover in an 
uncovered kettle so that the 
liquid left at the end of the 
cooking period may be small in 
quantity and the ‘color of the 
asparagus remain as brilliant and 
fresh a green as possible, Plan 


to serve the mold shortly after 


it has been congealed, 
Asparagus Mold. 

One pound asparagus, two and 
one-half cups water, one tea- 
spoon salt, two tablespoons gela- 
tin, one-fourth cup cold water, 
two tablespoons butter, two table- 
spoons flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, four eggs, beaten, dash 
cayenne, one tablespoon grated 
onion, one-half pint whipping 
cream, : 

Wash asparagus and break off 
hard white portion of stalks, Heat 
water and salt to boiling and 
place asparagus in upright posi- 
tion. Cook uncovered for ten 
minutes. Immerse asparagus in 
water and continue cooking un- 
covered for another 10 minutes, 
or until tender. Arrange spears in 
bottom of a rectangular pan, 


(about two and one-half quarts 
capacity) and cool, covered. Soften 
gelatin in one-fourth cup cold 
water. Melt butter in saucepan. 
Add flour and salt, mixing well. 
Pour in asparagus liquid (about 
one cup) and stir over medium 
heat until thickened. Pour sauce 
into beaten eggs, mixing well. Re- 
turn mixture to saucepan, add 
softened gelatin and cook for one 
minute, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat and add cayenne 
and onion, Cool, Whip cream until 
stiff and fold into cooled sauce, 
Pour mixture over asparagus and 
chill until molded. Serve on an 
appropriate green and top with 
salad dressing or mayonnaise, 
Eight servings.

“DOLLAR DIPLOMACY” 


ELL known in the terminol- 

ogy of foreign policy, the 

phrase “dollar diplomacy” has 
a contemptuous ring; for it is ap- 
plied to the art of winning friends 
and influencing the right people 
in other countries so as to procure 
advantageous business arrange- 
ments—euphemistically known as 
“commercial trade treaties.” One 
of our readers asks the history of 
the expression. 


Though the actual creator — the 
phrase dollar diplomacy” appears 
to be unknown, the man 9 nally 
associated with it was Philander 
Chase Knox, prominent American 
lawyer and statesman of a gen- 
eration or two ago. Knox was 
appointed Attorney-General by 
President McKinley and was held 
over by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. In 1909, President Taft 
made him a member of his cab- 
a appointing him Secretary of 


Knox was active in the promo- 
tion of American business abroad. 
In his endeavors, he capitalized to 
the fullest the influence of the 
State Department in behalf of 
American financial and commer- 
cial interests. His efforts extend- 
ed into Latin American countries, 
the Near East and the Far East. 
And it is in connection with the 
criticism of these activities—began 
in 1909 in an area now again the 
focus of international attention 
Manchuria—that the phrase “dol- 
lar diplomacy” was first used. Its 
earliest recorded citation is in the 
April 23, 1910 issue of Harper's 
Weekly. 


Knox's interest in furthering our 
international trade is evidenced 
in his works “The Future of Com- 
merce” published in 1908, “Inter- 
national Unity” published in 
1910, and “Speeches” published in 
1912. The last is a collection of 
his addresses made on what would 
today be described as a “good 
neighbor tour” of Central and 
South American countries. The 
subject matter of his talks was 
the international financial and in- 
dustrial policy of the United 
States.

ENVOY SAYS POLAND IS ‘NOT 
MUCH INTERESTED’ IN U.S. LOA 


WASHINGTON, June 20 (AP)— 
Poland’s Ambassador Oskar 
Lange reports that his govern- 
ment is “not very much interest- 
ed” at present in an American 
loan since it has received “a very 
large credit” from Russia. 

Lange so told reporters yester- 
day on a call at the State Depart- 
ment, He said he believed the 
Russian credit was considerable 
more than the $90,000,000 credit 
which the United States -grantea 
and then suspended. 

Reasons for the suspensions 
were that Poland had not pub- 
lished the text of the credit agree- 
ment in Polish newspapers, that 
Poland had imposed censorship on 
press dispatches of foreign cor- 
respondents, and that Poland had 
failed to give the United States 
adequate information about its 
trade agreements with other coun- 
tries, including Russia.

CHILDREN have no innate or jnborn love for their par- 
ents. They either learn to love them or to hate them, depend- 
ing on their early contacts with these two important adults.

that all human knowledge is 
related, and Dr. Bredeck seems 
to be gifted with total recall, 
he can talk indefinitely, not 
only on public health, but on 
f side issues which pop into his 
head as he goes along, which 
may include anything from the 
teachings of Aristotle to the 
shortcomings of game hogs. 
Most of the time he talks in an 
even, conversational tone, but 
when he gets onto one of his 
favorite antipathies, such as 
the obtuseness of some politi- 
cians or why there should be 
no more typhoid fever, his voice 
rises to a high and argumenta- 
tive tone which brooks no con- 
tradiction. 

If Dr. Bredeck has developed 
a certain belligerency of man- 
ner, he probably is entitled to 
it after some 30 years of pub- 
lic health work spent trying to 
correct obvious evils against op- 
position arising from stupidity, 
-cupidity, ignorance and apathy. 
He remains as philosophical 
as he does by bearing in 
mind what one of his professors 
told him years ago about public 
health work: “Always expect 
the politicians to beat ‘you at 
least twice and you'll proba- 
bly succeed the third time,” and 
by reading a couple of books 
which he also recommends to 
new employes and young doc- 
tors fired with ambition to cor- 
rect evils overnight. 

One of the books is Dickens’ 
“Little Dorrit” because of 
Dickens’ description of “the of- 
fice of circumlocution,” a po- 
litical bureau where things go 
in but never come out; and 
Aristotle's “Politics,” which 
points out that everything 
from public health to housing 
has been advocated since 300 
B. C., so there's no use being 
too impatient,

the elimination of organized 
prostitution in St, Louis. 

The first thing he did when 
appointed commissioner in 1933 
was to reorganize the depart- 
ment and start gathering a staff 
of qualified assistants. He threw 
out so much red tape that time 
required to fill out forms and 
what not was cut 331-3 per 
cent. Such outmoded prac- 
tices as placarding houses for 
measles, which alone was cost- 
ing the city over $10,000 a year, 
and fumigating library books 
which had been in quarantined 
homes, were discarded. “I’ve 
been fighting for rubbish col- 
lection for 13 years,” he says, 
“and as for rat control, I’ve al- 
ways maintained you can't con- 
trol rats until you control rub- 
bish and garbage.“

If Dr. Bredeck’s father had 
had his way, the doctor might 
have been a bricklayer or plas- 
terer today. His father was a 
brick and plastering contrac- 
tor and wanted him to follow 
in his footsteps. It was while 
he was in Christian Brothers 
College that he underwent a 
serious operation which aroused 
his interest in medicine and led 
to a decision to become a doc- 
tor. Until that time his chief 
interest had been athletics and 
in one track meet he won the 
100-yard dash, the 50-yard dash, 
the 220, the 440, ran second in 
the 880 and then competed in 
the mile. He was a little tired 
by that time and didn't place. 
On the side he won the essay 
medal every year he was at the 
college. 

After graduating from Wash- 
ington University he went to 
the University of Pennsylvania 
to study public health work. He 
was in the Army Medical Corps 
in World War I keeping an 
army camp in France sanitary. 
He came home in 1919 planning 
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His face looked very familiar and 


so did the Englishman who was 
with him. It turned out that the 
latter had been in Austria. 

We were soon talking about 
European conditions and the 
heartbreak and discouraging at- 
mosphere that greeted one on 
every side. When I think that 
things seem rather confused and 
difficult over here, I only have to 
reflect for a few minutes on the 
problems which greet every Euro- 
pean, as he wakes every morning, 
to realize that we should meet our 
own difficulties with great ease. 

The Soviet atomic plan, which 
was presented yesterday to the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission, seems in many ways 
similar to our own in its ultimate 
aims, s0 I should think negotia- 
tions might bring about agree- 
ment. The Russians cling, how- 
ever, even on this subject, to the 
great powers’ veto right. This 
seems a little foolish since, if one 
is going to destroy the atomic 
bombs, outlaw their use and turn 
over to the United Nations what- 
ever enforcement regulations are 
agreed upon, the veto power would 
seem to be rather useless in this 
particular matter,

HE importance of heredity in 
+ the development of our chil- 

dren cannot be overlooked. 
Parents and ancestors do pass on 
some of their characteristics. The 
traits bestowed by many lines of 
progenitors, are secret until life’s 
frictions develop them. 


Dr. Holmes once said that if 
one desired to have a fine child 
one must select the best possible 
grandparents, That could be. It 
also could be questionable. Most 
of us can recall knowing the de- 
scendant of fine grandparents who 
was less than admirable; and, too, 
we can recall readily the descend- 
ant of people not especially gifted 
or wise who was eminently suc- 
cessful, having a fine character 
and intelligence. Such variations 
are what make the human family 
the delight and despair of the spe- 
clalists in psychology. 
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WHATEVER the vagaries of 
nature, however, the selection of 
a child’s parents is an important 
matter. A child of healthy, intel- 
ligent, successful parents has a 
fine chance to be healthy and suc- 
cessful in his turn. The odds 
would be against the child of pa- 
rents who lacked good health and 
were of low intelligence. 


Now environment enters. In my 
experience, a good environment 
always helps children. A comfort- 
able home, good food, good train- 
ing help the child to grow in good 
ways, but I have to say that I 
never have known even the best 
of environments to change the 
fundamental nature of a child. If 
he was born with a poor quality 
of intelligence he will die with 
that quality, and nothing we can 
do will alter the fact. That child 
can be taught good manners and 
simple facts and useful work that 
makes no demand on high intel- 
ligence but which keeps him hap- 
py. Nothing destroys a child’s 
happiness so completely and 80 
promptly as to try to force him to 
live beyond his intellectual means. 
It cannot be done,

Declarer put up dummy’s ace and 
immediately cashed the ace and 
king of trumps—"to see how they 
broke.” He saw, all right, but 
unfortunately for himself the dis- 
covery (not the break itself) was 
his undoing. Now, belatedly, de- 
clarer led a low diamond from 
dummy as a preliminary toward 
establishing the diamond suit. 
East, however, just as promptly 
countered this plan. Winning with 
the diamond ten, he returned the 
spade jack and now dummy was 
devoid of entries except the dia- 
mond ace, which was not suffi- 
cient for the establishment and 
running of the suit. 

If East had not returned the 
trump, but had cashed a heart 
trick, then shifted to a club, de- 
clarer could have won with the 
club ace, led his remaining dia- 
mond to the ace, ruffed a dia- 
mond, then re-entered dummy 
with the spade ace and discarded 
two clubs on the established dia- 
monds. The more pertinent point, 
however, is that declarer could 
have done all this for himself, 
and against the best defense, by 
drawing no more than one round 
of trumps, then leading a low 
diamond from dummy. It was 
vital to keep two trump entries 
in dummy for the effective es 
.tabliishment of the diamond suit.
